Lenox. Mass., Sept. 3.--A serious accident befell President Roosevelt 


| and party while enroute aboard a landau from Pittsfieid to Lenox, shortly 
after 10 o'clock this 
morning. 
President Roosevelt and Governor 


W.Murray Crane, of Massachusetts, were slightly injured and secret service 
officer Craig was killed. Secretary Cortelyou and other members of the 
party were unhurt. The landau was struck by a trolley car on the tracks 
of the Pittsfieid Street Railway Company. 
The vehicle was overturned 


and ail the occupants were thrown heavily to the ground. Secret service 
office Craig was caught under the heavy wheels and his life crushed out. 


President Roosevelt had a very narrow escape from serious injury or 


death. As soon as the accident occurred, knowing fu!! well that the news 
would travel fast and might be exaggerated, the President ordered a man 
[to rush here on horseback with the news. The rnessenqer carne into town 
greatly excited, and his horse was covered with lather. 
Physicians have 


gone from this town to the scene. The exact condition of Governor Crane 
is not known further than, as the messenger says,he was "slightly injured.'' 
| President Roosevelt spent last night as the guest of Gov. W. Murray Crane, 
at Ballon. He. accompanied by his party, left there at 8 o'clock this morn- 
ing for a landau drive. 


The President was slightly injured in the accident this morning, but 


his injury was not serious. It is more in the nature of scratches and 
slight bruises from the fall. 


The electric car that ran into the President's landau was running 30 


miles an hour. 


Detective Craig came from Chicago and had been with the secret ser- 


vice for a number of years. He had been the President's personal body- 
guard ever since Mr. Roosevelt took the oath of office. 


Craig was in the U. S. cavalry. He was a great swordsman and an all 


around athlete- 


After the accident which happened a mile out of Pittsfieid. a fresh span 


of horses were put in the landau and President Roosevelt continued the 
journey to Stockbridge, where a special train was waiting for the party. 
In the landau when the accident occurred were President Roosevelt, Gov- 
ernor Crane and Secretary Cortelyou. Craig, the secret service man, sat 
on the box with the driver, who %vas knocked senseless and taken to a 
hospital. 


President Sustained Cheek Wound. 


Lenox. Mass.. Sept. 3.-No one understands how the accident to the 


presidential party happened. The landau was crossing the track diagonally 
when the car struck. Craig was thrown under the car. The wreck of the 
landau fell on President Roosevelt. He was cut in the cheek but was able 
to get up immediately.
